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5. COMMENT: THIS LATEST TROUBLE FOR THE GOVERNMENT 

IS NOT OF MAJOR SERIOUSNESS NOR WILL IT BE LONG-LIVED. 

IT IS STILL SUMMER IN EUROPE AND THE OLYMPIC GAMES ARE 
DOMINATING CURRENT GERMAN ATTENTION, BUT IT IS ONE MORE 
INCIDENT TO BE ADDED TO THE LONG LIST OF MINOR 
EMBARRASSMENTS THAT HAVE PLAGUED THIS GOVERNMENT. 

ITS MAIN IMPACT WILL PROBABLY BE FELT BY THE FDP. AT A 
MOMENT WHEN THE PARTY IS SEEKING TO BUILD AN IMAGE OF 
RESPONSIBILITY AND MORAL RECTITUDE APART FROM THE TWO 
MAJOR PARTIES, DORN’S FAILURE TO BREAK WITH QUICK EVEN 
IN MID-1971 WHEN IT ACCUSED THE GOVERNMENT OF GIVING 
AWAY BERLIN WILL MAKE THE EFFORT SIGNIFICANTLY HARDER. 
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
